Curling Iron Blamed

Bills In Mail

If you’re an Andover taxpayer, you’ll 
be finding a tax bill in your mailbox this 
week, if you haven’t found it there al- 
ready. 

The good news is: If you're a resi- 
dential property-owner, your tax rate 
has gone down. The bad news is: If 
you’re a commercial or industrial prop- 
erty-owner, your tax rate has gone up. 

According to William Russell of the As- 
sessors office, the state Department of 
Revenue has certified the two tax rates 
set by the Board of Selectmen last 
month: $16.64 per $1,000 of valuation for 
owners of residential property and open 
space; and $20.47 per $1,000 for owners of 
industrial, commercial and personal 
property. 

(The selectmen actually voted to set 
the rates at $16.65 and $20.48; those fig- 
ures were apparently rounded off for dis- 
cussion purposes, Russell explains.) 

The deadline for tax payments to Col- 
lector/Treasurer Myron Muise’s office is 
Dec. 7. The collector’s office in the town 
office building on Bartlet Street (for- 
merly East Junior High) will be open 
from 6 to 8 p.m. on the Monday evenings 
of Nov. 5, 19 and 26 and Dec. 3 for tax- 
payers’ convenience. 

Anyone who fails to receive a tax bill 
should contact the collector/treasurer’s 
office immediately. 

Property-owners who miss the Dec. 7 
deadline for payment will be charged in- 
terest at the rate of 14 percent, according 
to Muise. 

Taxpayers who believe their property 
has been assessed at an unfair valuation 
may apply for an abatement at the as- 
sessors’ office, Russell says. Those appli- 
cations must also be filed by Dec. 7.

Lowell St. 
Speeding 


At the request of a Lowell Street 
resident, the selectmen recently 
voted to ask the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works and Regis- 
try of Motor Vehicles to survey a 
portion of Lowell Street — and possi- 
bly lower the speed limit. 

In a letter to the board, James Ce- 
drone of 89 Lowell St. asked that the 
speed limit on the street be posted at 
30 m.p.h. from Route 93, near Ray- 
theon, to Route 28 in Shawsheen 
Square. Cedrone said the speed limit 
currently increases from 30 to 40 
m.p.h. where Lowell intersects with 
Beacon Street and Shawsheen Road. 

Accidents are common on some 
hilly, curving parts of Lowell Street, 


Cedrone wrote. He pointed out that 
the road includes many homes with 
small children in the Theodore Ave- 
nue area, where the speed limit is 
now 40 m.p.h. 

State Representative Sue Tucker, 
in another letter to the board, said a 
state study would be the first step 
before the speed limit could be 
changed on the state roadway 
(Route 133). 

Finance and Budget Director An- 
thony Torrisi noted that Lowell 
Street has not been surveyed since 
1974, and the selectmen agreed that 
heavy and fast-moving traffic along 
the roadway seemed to warrant a 
new study.

Candidates Debate The Issues

Probably the only things they have in 
common are their first names and their 
desire to represent Andover in the State 
House. 

Democratic incumbent state Rep. Su- 
san C. Tucker and challenger Republi- 
can Susan T. Poore, a School Committee 
member and businesswoman in town, 
told Andover residents all about their dif- 
ferences at a Candidattes’ Night forum 
Monday at Memorial Hall library. They 
were joined by incumbent Republican 
Sen. Robert C. Buell and Democrat Wil- 
liam B. Squillace, who are candidates for 
the First Essex and Middlesex District 
senate seat in Andover’s precincts six, 
seven and eight, at the forum sponsored 
by Andover League of Women Voters. 

The most discussed issue of the debate, 
which was taped by Rollins Cablevision 
and Merrimack College’s cable tele- 
vision station, was education. In the first 
segment of the debate, which featured 
questions written by League members, 
the state’s education reform package 
was discussed. Then, after questions 
from the audience, the candidates were 
given another chance to discuss educa- 
tion when it was clear they hadn’t had 
the say in the first go-around. 

The League’s education question cen- 
tered on support, or opposition, to legis- 
lation now being discussed that is the 
result of a joint House and Senate Educa-

cluding creation of “‘school improvement 
councils’’ for each public school build- 
ing; mandated early childhood educa- 
tion, that could require public systems to 
provide another year of pre-school edu- 
cation or a “readiness” year, similiar to 
a program Andover now has in place;

Poore added that although the bill had 
some good aspects she did not know 
where the funding for it would be found. 
Tucker, 39, a member of the Joint 
Committee on Education which helped 
formulate the bill, called it ‘‘visionary”’ 
in its approach to education. She said she 
supported all the concepts of the legis- 
lation, later adding fm a rebuttal that her 
positions on the legislation in the House 
were her own, not predicated on what the 
House speaker or the governor said. 
Squillace, 36, said he supported in- 
creasing teacher starting salaries to $18,- 
000 as the only way to get better teachers 
into the public system, something Buell 
said was not realistic.

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The Massachusetts Public Health Council on October 23 
unanimously approved Lawrence General Hospital’s ap- 
plication to purchase and install a state-of-the art, full 
body, computerized tomography (CT) scanner. 

“As the designated area trauma center, the addition of 
an advanced model full body scanner will establish an 
essential 24-hour service for trauma victims brought to 
Lawrence General Hospital,” said Thomas F’. Hennessey, 
president. 

CT scanners are non-invasive diagnostic units which 
display information not obtainable with other forms of 
imaging. Since its development 10 years ago, the CT scan- 
ner has been widely acclaimed as the most significant 
advance in x-ray technology since the discovery of the x- 
ray itself. 

CT scanning produces detailed, cross-sectional views of 
the body by obtaining images from several directions and 
asembling those images with the aid of a computer. Phy- 
sicians can then view thin, individual “‘slices” of body

areas and receive valuable information on the brain, 
spine, abdomen, etc. 

“The acquisition of the 1985 model full body CT scanner 
will allow radiologists a degree of anatomic detail pre- 


viously not available in the Greater Lawrence area,” ex; 


plained Dr. Kenneth Pedini, chief of radiology at 
Lawrence General Hospital. ‘“The scanner has wide appli- 
cation and will produce high resolution examinations of 
the structures at the base of the brain such as the inner 
ear, optic nerves, pituitary gland, the brain stem and the 
cerebellum (the balance center of the brain). It will also 
be important in the evaluation of ruptured discs and spi- 
nal trauma and will afford the most detailed studies possi- 
ble today of vital organs and glands in the abdomen.” 

Hennessey concluded, ‘‘We expect the CT scanner to be 
installed and operational by February 1985 and thereby 
provide a more convenient and less costly service to the 
many area patients who must now travel to Lowell and 
Boston hospitals to benefit from this technology.”

Andover Woman Helps Allocate 
Dollars For A United Way 


Now that the fall fundraising drive of the Unit- 
ed Way of Massachusetts Bay is in full swing, 
volunteers are trying to raise $35.2 million to 
support vital services for local residents. while 
the United Way relies on thousands of people to 
raise funds, just as important are those volun- 
teers who decide how to allocate the funds. Who 
are these people? Men and women from the lo- 
cal community who are part of a unique pro- 
gram called citizen review. 

According to Elizabeth Whinn of Andover, 
public relations manager at New England Tele- 
phone Company in Boston and member of the 
Health and Rehabilitation Services Committee, 
the citizen-review process assures that cam- 
paign contributions come back to the local area. 
It allows the United Way to fund services that 
are most important to the community and keep 
operating costs low at the same time. 

Citizen review is the only program of its kind 
in the country. It involves a team of 150 men and 
women, with different professions and back- 
grounds, who make difficult funding decisions 
for the good of their communities. 

Volunteers like Whinn assess community 
needs and evaluate the performance of 183 Unit- 
ed Way agencies. These volunteers sit on six 
citizen-review committees: Social Services for 
Families, Individuals and Children; Community 
Organizations and Special Services; Community 
and Youth Development; Neighborhood Centers 
and Independent Camps; Health and Rehabilita- 
tion Services; and Visiting Nurse and Home 
Care Services. 

Volunteers must meet broad needs with lim- 
ited funds and, at the same time, act as a public 
trust to affiliated agencies and to contributors. 

Volunteers try to allocate a fair percentage of 
money to agencies that serve people with many 
different needs; senior citizens in need of home 
health aid; children in need of day care; prob- 
lem drinkers in need of counseling; and much 
more. These choices aren’t easy to make, but, 
the decisions aren’t made in a vacuum. 

Every year volunteers spend hundreds of 
hours researching and evaluating community 
needs and agency operations. To muke informed 
decisions, committee members visit agencies

and examine their service objectives, target 
groups served, program accountability, fi- 
nances and management. These elements form 
the heart of United Way’s Allocations Emphasis 
Project (AEP), which provides guidelines that 
help allocations volunteers determine the im- 
portance of an agency’s services to the commu- 
nity. AEP also enables the United Way to be 
responsive to changing community needs. 

The allocations process takes a great deal of 
time and most committee members have other 
full-time jobs. So a logical questions is: Why do 
they volunteer? “I have been a citizen-review 
volunteer for four years because I believe in 
United Way’s allocations process,” says Whinn. 
‘“‘We have high standards for the agencies to 
follow. Some of the things we do are to hold the 
agencies financially accountable and to provide 
new agencies an opportunity to get funding. 

“Essentially, I perform two functions as a 
member of citizen review: I am an advocate for 
the agencies requesting funding and I am a rep- 
resentative of the donating public,” adds Whinn. 
“In addition, citizen review has helped me ac- 
quire negotiating and decision-making skills for 
my job.” 

Other area citizen-review volunteers include 
Louise Young, Michael Hawkins and Joan H. 
Duff from Andover; Peter Haynes and Julius 
Williams, Jr. from North Reading and Martin 
Conroy from Reading. 

After completing their evaluations and recom- 
mendations, the committees submit them to 
United Way’s board of directors, another volun- 
teer group, for final approval. 

The United Way’s family of 183 agencies 
serves more than one million people living in 84 
cities and towns in eastern Massachusetts—one 
out of every three people. And, as Whinn ex- 
plains, although the United Way is a large oper- 
ation, it’s an oranization staffed by local citizens 
who bring funds home to the local community.

She earned a 
college degree in sociology in 1975 and, after 
being a housewife for so long, said, ‘‘I had to 
learn how to be a working person. At 20, I 
thought I would be a mother for life.” 

While raising her children, Harris said she de- 
voted a lot of time to performing volunteer work 
and commended the members of the LGH Aid 
Association for their efforts. 

“T feel strongly about the quality of volunteer 
work done in this country,” she said. 

Harris then focused her comments on how 
television and women interact and asked the au- 
dience to think about the following points:

The majority of television-watchers in the 
country are women, but the programming deci- 
sion-makers are men.

Harris summed up her comments by saying 
that she loved her work but is also very glad she 
had the experience of raising a family. 

“Work alone is never enough,”’ she said. ‘‘It 
doesn’t keep you warm.”

May Be Open

With a little luck — and a new 
name — Andover’s newest res- 
taurant may open before 
Thanksgiving at the former site 
of Lundgren Funeral Home, 18 
Elm St., one of the owners said 
this week. 

Mita von Berkhout of Win- 
chester, who will own and oper- 
ate Rembrandt’s restaurant 
along with her husband, Frans 
T. von Berkhout, said that al- 
though the opening date is still 
uncertain, the couple hopes to 
open the restaurant in about 
three weeks. , 

‘‘Rembrandt’s’’ replaces 
“The Duck of Andover” as the 
restaurant’s name, Mrs. von 
Berkhout said Tuesday. The von 
Berkhouts called their restau- 
rant ‘“‘The Duck” on their appli- 
cation for a liquor license last 
spring, although they had not 
made a final decision about that 
name — and they heard enough 
duck jokes during licensing pro- 
ceedings to make up their 
minds. 

The von Berkhouts had hoped 
to open the restaurant, which 
will seat up to 150 people, in Sep- 
tember. However, they found 
that the former funeral home 
needed more extensive renova- 
tions than they had anticipated 
to accommodate a restaurant. 
(For instance, the floors had to 
be reinforced to make sure they 
could support heavy equip- 
ment. ) 

The interior of the building 
has been completely redesigned, 
Mrs. von Berkhout said, to give 
the restaurant ‘‘a sort of con- 
temporary look mixed with the 
old building.”’ Inside walls have 
been removed, the back wing 
has been enlarged, and the third 


floor has been removed. 

Most of the major work has 
now been completed, she indi- 
cated, and only finish work such 
as plastering, painting and car- 
peting remains to be done. 

The first floor will feature a 
lounge with a large U-shaped 
bar where light meals will be 
served, and a private function 
room that will double as a dining 
room. Downstairs will be deco- 
rated in gray and mauve, the 
owner said. 

Upstairs, the second floor will 
include the main dining room 
and a smaller dining room, all in 
an open floor plan. That area is 
open to the roof, Mrs. von Berk- 
hout said, and beams have been 
exposed. The second floor will 
be decorated in peach and dark 
green. 

(The kitchen will be located 
on the second floor as well.) 

Rembrandt prints and etch- 
ings will be used throughout, she 
added, along with ‘Dutch knick- 
knacks and old brass.” 

The restaurant’s menu will 
feature ‘continental’ dishes 
with ‘‘a European flair,’ Mrs. 
von Berkhout said, and will not 
be limited to French cuisine. 
Dinner prices are expected to 
range from $9.50 to $16.50, and 
lunch prices, from $4.50 to $6.50. 

The restaurateurs expect to 
hire a staff of about 25, she said, 
but have not yet hired any wait- 
ers or waitresses. They have, 
however, hired two chefs and a 
bar manager. 

Rembrandt’s will seat about 
130 to 135, or 150 including pa- 
trons in the lounge and function 
room, the owner said. About 35 
to 40 parking spaces will be pro- 
vided on site.

Andover’s 17,000 registered voters will 
decide who represents them in every 
branch of government, at the county, 
state and federal levels, when they mark 
their ballots next Tuesday, Nov. 6, in the 
state election that town officials specu- 
late may bring upwards of 85 percent of 
the eligible voters to the town’s two poll- 
ing places. 

The one dozen choices Andover voters

Road. The polls will open at 7 a.m. and 
close at 8 p.m. 

Town Clerk Elden Salter told THE 
TOWNSMAN this week that in order to 
make Tuesday’s voting traffic flow as or- 
derly as possible, both at the polling 
places and on fhe town’s streets, he is 
asking voters to vote early and avoid the 
biggest crunch of voters that begin to ar- 
rive at the polls when businesses close 
for the day just before 5 p.m. 

“Tt is a good idea for anyone who can 
get out and vote during the day to do it,” 
said Salter. “It avoids a lot of confusion 
and the least amount of confusion we can 
cause on that day the better.” 

Residents voting at the Senior Citizen's 
Center should enter the first floor of the 
town building from the Whittier Street 
entrance and exit onto Bartlet Street 

Andover High School voters are asked 
to enter the school driveway off 
Shawsheen Road and use not only the 
parking lot nearest the Collins Center but 
the lot near the Dunn Gymnasium, which 
Salter said voters fail to realize is there. 
After voting, those in precincts two, four, 
five, six and seven should continue on the 
high school driveway past the West Ju- 
nior High or exit onto Moraine Street. 

Salter said he expects about 600 absen- 
tee ballots to be cast before voting begins 


on Tuesday. In order to vote on an absen- 
tee ballot an Andover resident must fill 
out an application for a ballot and vote at 
Salter’s office no later than 12 noon on 
Monday, Nov. 5, said the clerk. Voters 
sending their absentee ballots to Salter’s 
office must make sure they arrive by 
election day, Tuesday, Nov.6. 

If the weather is good on Tuesday Salt- 
er said he expects about 85 to 90 percent 
of Andover’s registered voters at the 
dolls. Voters always turn out for elec- 
tions with a strong local or national con- 
test, he said. This one has both.

Frank ‘Red’ Harris 


In Hall Of Fame 


When the Andover Junior Footbail League Dolphins took the field 
for last Sunday’s game, they had a Hall of Famer on the coaching 
staff. 

Frank ‘Red’ Harris of 5 Embassy Lane, was one of nine Boston 
College athletes inducted into the Eagle Athletic Hall of Fame over 
the weekend, beginning with a dinner Friday night and introductions 
at halftime of the B.C.-Rutgers game Saturday afternoon. 

Harris, a 1971 graduate of B.C., was the Eagles’ all-time leading 
passer until Doug Flutie took over the past few years. 

The Hall of Fame introduction of Harris states,‘‘Red Harris is 
recognized as one of the finest quarterbacks ever to call signals in 
maroon and gold. Red completed 55.8 percent of his career attempts 
(366 for 655) for 4555 yards an Eagle recrod that stood for nearly 13 
years. Flutie recently broke his 44 career touchdown mark, but Red 
still holds the single-game record for completions and attempts (37 
for 57, 374 yards against Army in 1968). In nine games as a junior in 
1969, Red threw 19 scoring passes, still a school record. 

Harris spent two years in professional football with the Detroit 
Lions and the Edmonton Eskimos of the Canadian Football League 
after graduation prior to spending ten years with two major wine 
companies. He recently returned to the Boston area after working 
four years in upstate New York and is now the Greater Boston sales 
manager for Loading Dock Equipment Co., a large material hand- 
ling firm. 

He and his wife, Bernadette, have two sons, Matt, ten and Todd, 
eight. They moved to Andover earlier this year.

50 Years Ago — November 1934 

James M. Curley, Democratic candidate for 
governor, was the principal speaker at a rally 
held in the Knights of Columbus hall last Satur- 
day night. Thomas F. Hendrick, chairman of the 
local Democratic town committee, was in 
charge. 

Andover’s Hallowe’en this year proved to be 
more nearly devoid of any property damage 
than any of the past. The worst of the so-called 
youthful ‘‘pranks” took place at the property of 
Burchard Home on Bartlet Street, where 12 
large stones, part of a stone wall, were turned 
over.

the Nov. 6 ballot, initiated in the Seven- 
teenth Essex District by Poore, asks vot- 
ers whether their representative shall 
vote to repeal the tax. 

When questioned about support for a 
new speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives Tucker said she was proud of her 
rules reform record, which, she said, 
Poore had distorted. 

Her support for Rep. George Keveri- 
an’s bid to take control of the House from 
Speaker Thomas McGee, said Tucker, 
grew out of Keverian’s support for the 
kinds of rules reforms she helped draft, 
the second set of which will be presented 
next year. 

“It is one of the most important issues 
in the representative’s races around the 
state,” Tucker said of support for either 
McGee or Keverian, adding “candidates 
should make known who they will sup- 
port.” 

Poore said she didn’t consider support 
for either Keverian of McGee a question 
of rules reform’ charging both men were 
“identical.” 

Squillace used the rules question, when 
rephrased by Holmes for the Senate can- 
didates, to criticize Buell for taking a 
$100 contribution from Senate President 
William Bulger, a Democrat, something 
Squillace said represented ‘‘an under- 
standing.”’ between Squillace and Bulger 
that “things remain the same. I want to 
change things,’’ he said. 

Buell chose not to respond to Squil- 
lace’s mention of his $100 campaign do- 
nation from Bulger, saying that there 
are changes taking place in the senate. 

The candidates were asked their opin- 
ions on Gov. Dukakis’s sentencing re- 
form measures including alternative 
sentences, which would include commu- 
nity service instead of prison terms; 
mandatory sentencing; and presumptive 
sentencing, which proposes a range of 
sentences to be assigned for specific 
crimes. 

Tucker said the reforms in the Uni- 
form Crime Correction Act addressed 
the disparity in sentencing from court to 
court which she deemed “‘clearly unac- 
ceptable.” 

Poore said she would support the Gov- 
ernor’s bill, but called it “not enough.”’ 

Calling mandatory sentencing ‘‘fool- 
hardy,’ Buell questioned where those 
sentenced to prison would go, adding ‘‘no 
one wants a jail in their backyard.” He 
said differences in sentencing were a re- 
sult of differences in judges. 

Squillace, on the other hand, supported 
mandatory sentences for specific 
crimes, saying people should know that 
when they break the law they will go to 
jail. 

The second section of the debate fea- 
tured questions from the audience, of 
which there there were few. Finally the 
candidates were given two minutes to 
make a closing statement. 

Only Buell and Squillace were ques- 
tioned about their positions on gun con-

trol by Andover resident Linda 
Carpenter. 

Both men affirmed their support for 
citizens to own guns, Squillace reminisc- 
ing about when he learned to hunt as a 
young boy. And Buell said sportsmen 
weren't the problem when it comes to 
abuse of firearms. 

Tucker and Poore were questioned on 
Tuesday by THE TOWNSMAN about 
their gun control positions 

Poore, who received $200 from GO- 
PAC, a Southboro-based group which she 
said was a ‘‘gun owners action league,” 
said she strongly supported the right to 
bear arms, a right she said shouldn’t be 
taken away. 

“Criminals will always have the abili- 
ty to have guns,” Poore said. “‘That’s not 
the issue.” 

Tucker said she no longer believes in 
abolishing guns, but said licensing and 
control of who gets a gun and how it is 
used is very important. 

“It is interesting to me that she 
(Poore) accepted money from a gun 
owners PAC,” said Tucker. ‘“They fight 
every attempt at control or training.”’ 

A question to Poore from audience 
member Kenneth Gropp. asked why 
she was opposed to Digital Equiptment 
Co.’s locating in Andover. The question 
required some clarification from Grop- 
per, who told Poore she spoke against 
rezoning land for Digital at a Town Meet- 
ing. 
Poore said her opposition was not due 
to an “anti-industry”’ bias, but becasue 
the Town Meeting article was, in her 
opinion, ‘‘spot-zoning,”” and required 
placement of a sewer outside the town’s 
master plan. 

Tucker rebutted, saying Poore’s Town 
Meeting comments were at odds with her 
stated pro-business stance. Poore had 
“batted zero out of zero”’ in fighting for 
business in the community, Tucker said. 

Tucker, whose closing statement was 
after Poore’s due to a toss of the coin, 
criticized her opponent’s voting record, 
as an elected official in Andover, which, 
she said, shows more ” and 
“abstain” votes than all local officials 
added up. 

The incumbent defended her voting re- 
cord in the State House saying Poore has

The maintenance work to be done in 
Andover’s public school reads like a 
‘wish list,” said Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahoney to the School Committee on 
Tuesday evening. And that list needs 
some priorities, he suggested. 

Discussion between Mahoney, the 
School Committee and a number of town 
administrators responsible for maintain- 
ing of the school buildings was not so 
much on specific jobs in each of the 
town’s eight public schools but on how to 
decide what will be done first. 

School Committee members had a list 
of maintenance reports from the princi- 
pals of the town’s schools, ranging in 
length from one to three pages each. 

The school damage that Mahoney said 
did not need prioritization included safe- 
ty and health problems and obscenities 
written on school property which he said 
may have a psychological effect on stu- 
dents if allowed to remain. 

‘‘We don’t want priority for those,” 
said the town manager. ‘They already 
have priority (because) they are beyond 
prioritization.” 

Committee Chairman Donald W. Robb 
told Mahoney he thought there were five 
steps the town personnel need to consid- 
er when deciding what maintenance 
work to do first. According to Robb they 
are assessing building program-related 
work, some of which may be completed 
by companies still bound by contract at 
the Shawsheen School, Andover High and 
both Doherty and West Junior High 
Schools; categorization of work to be 
done into groups such as safety and 
health, vandalism, or work that may be 
put off indefinitely; prioritization of the 
work in each building by school adminis- 
trators; estimation of the cost of repairs 
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over work at the schools for the first time 
in 1983 when a centralized maintenance 
program was created.

Town Loses Out On Bid To 
Fund Personnel Manager 


Andover officials lost out on their first 
try to fund a $30,000-plus personnel man- 
ager’s post for the town and school sys- 
tems but will try again in the second 
round of competition for a piece of the 
remaining $500,000 in the state’s Incen- 
tive Aid Program. 

Designed to foster better management 
of schools and municipalities, the Incen- 
tive Aid Program was allotted $1.5 mil- 
lion in state funds which will be 
administered by the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development (EOCD) 
and the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. 

Town Budget and Finance Director 
Anthony Torrissi told THE TOWNSMAN 
he heard last Friday, Oct. 26, that And- 
over wasn’t one of the 94 projects to re- 
ceive a portion of the just under $1 
million that was awarded. The remain- 
ing $500,000 will be doled out after the 
second application process, explained 
James Reedy from EOCD, the deadline 
for which is Nov. 16. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahoney said 
he had talked with state administiators 
and on their advice will resubmit the ap- 
plication with what he called minor 
changes in how the cost of the personnel 
position is allocated in the budget. 

There was mixed support for the per- 
sonnel job, which includes responsibility 
for hiring persons for both town and 
school personnel, on the School Commit- 
tee when that board voted on whether or 
not to support the town’s application for 
funds at their Sept. 11 meeting. Members 
Donald W. Robb, Michael R. Giammusso 
and Robert F. Smith voted to endorse the 
effort while Susan T. Poore voted against 
the position and Richard E. Neal passed 
on the vote, saying he had questions 
about the town and school working to- 
gether. 

But town, school and state administra- 
tors overwelmingly agreed that the wplit 
support from the school board did not 
weigh in Andover’s rejection in the first 
round of funding. Superintendent Ken- 
neth R. Seifert told THE TOWNSMAN he 
will again ask the School Committee to 
vote on the state application when it is 
refiled.

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Library Project Begins As

shrubbery and flowers.

Hall Library may begin soon, now that 
town officials have signed a financing 
agreement with the Shawmut Bank of 
Boston. That agreement was signed last 
Thursday night, Mahony said, a week 
earlier than expected.

Fighting for the Fifth District seat in 
the U.S. House of Representatives is 
state senator Chester G. Atkins, a Demo- 
crat from Concord, and Methuen’s Gre- 
gory S. Hyatt, the Republican who 
organized support and helped pass Prop- 
osition 242. 

Voters in Andover precincts six, seven 
and eight will vote either to re-elect in- 
cumbent Republican Sen. Robert C. 
Buell, of Boxford, to his First Essex and 
Middlesex seat in the Massachusetts 
Senate or for challenger William B. 
Squillace, a Democrat from Gloucester. 
The First Essex and Middlesex district 
includes 15 other towns and one city. 

In precincts one through five there is 
no contest for the Second Essex and Mid- 
diesex seat that incumbent Democrat 
Patricia McGovern, of Lawrence, will 
win. Also included in McGovern’s dis- 
trict is all of Lawrence, Billerica and 
Tewksbury. 

Two Andover residents will battle for 
the right to represent Andover and the 
Tower Hill and South Lawrence sections 
of Lawrence in the state general court. 
Incumbent Democrat Susan C. Tucker, 6 
Farrwood Drive, faces Andover School 
Committee member and businesswoman 
Susan T. Poore, a Republican, in the 
race for the Seventeenth Essex District 
seat. 

There are three candidates running for 
two positions as commissioners of Essex 
County. Lawrence incumbent Katherine 
M. Donovan, a Democrat, is in the race 
with Democrat Terrence M. Breen, from 
Methuen, and Republican Everett C. 
Hudson, from Ipswich. 

Running unopposed for re-election are 
three Democrats, two of whom will be 
re-elected to county positons.

uation, for the first time this 
year. (That option is known as 
classification. ) 

Had they stayed with a single 
tax rate for all classes of prop- 
erty — as they have in previous 
years since 100 percent revalua- 

-- tion was completed in Andover 
— that rate would have been 
$17.80 per thousand of valuation. 

The total valuation of all prop- 
erty in town has increased by 
nearly $29 million, or 28 per- 
cent, from fiscal 1984 to fiscal 
1985, the assessor says. Total 
valuation in fiscal °84 was 
$1,048,975,210; in fiscal 85, it 
rose to $1,344,794,449. 

That increase can be attrib- 

‘ uted to new construction, addi- 
tions and alterations that 
increased the value of existing 

, property, and updated valu- 
ations, Russell says. 

(Under state law, property 
valuations must be updated reg- 
ularly to remain at 100 percent 
of fair market value, and that 
updated revaluation for the en- 
tire town was completed about 
six weeks ago, Russell says. The 
state has certified the new fig- 
ures. )
